Hindman was born in Honey Grove, Tex., 
and lived there until three years ago, when 
he left the parental roof and embarked 
upon a career as a professional gambler. 
He is noted as one of the coolest gamblers 
who ever played cards or shook dice. His 
demeanor was always the same, whether 
he won or lost, and there was no game of 
chance at which he would not try his luck. 
He played a game ais! and without the 
aid of an accomplice, if he could win. But 
he did not gamble for his health, and it is 
said of him that he would stop at nothing 
to separate a man from his money. 

He kilied Oscar Strain because the en- 
gineer wanted his money back after he 
had been robbed in a game of matching 
dollars, in which Strain had no chance to 
win. The “Honey Grove Kid’ and a bar- 
tender in a saloon were playing with 
Strain. The ‘odd man’’ was the loser. 
Hindman and the bartender could place 
their money with a certainty and Strain 
invariably lost. When he demanded his 
money back, and stood ready to enforce 
his demands with his fists the youthful 
gambler drew his revolver and fired, in- 
flicting a mortal wound. 

Joseph E. Turner, a policeman from Se- 
dalia. reached St. Louis Friday morning 
and wiil return with his prisoner Friday 
night. Mr. Turner says the feeling is in- 
tense against Hindman in Sedalia. 

When Hindman was seen in the holdover 
he wore a coat and vest made of brown 
canvas. His trousers were of blue jeans. 
On his head was a peaked cap. He wore @ 
blue shirt and no collar. The clothing and 
cap were those affected by a back woods- 
man, and were strangely out of keeping 
with the thin. neat-fitting and nicely pol- 
ished shoes that covered his small and 
shapely feet. 

The “Honey Grove Kid" (ts considerably 
below the medium in height. He weighs 
about 135 pounds/and is compactly built. His 
hands, in striking contrast with his feet, 
are large and powerful looking. His face -s 
innocent of anv beard and he has the com- 
slexion of a woman. He appears in perfect 
Soaith. His eyes are large and blue, and 
as cold as an iceberg. His halir is long, 
thick and blonde and was in a tangled mass 
because of the cap he. wore. 

Ae he walked out of his cell to talk to a 
reporter Friday morning he was as cool 
as though he were a tting in a penny ante 
poker game where the limit was 10 cents. 

While talking he stood with his hands 
behind him and spoke in a voice that was 
absolutely aevold of fear or feeling. 

“Now. T didn’t want to kill Strain,” he 
said. “but I just had to do it. You see, 
this je the way the whole thing came up, 
I never saw Strain in my life until that 
night. I was calling on a girl and Strain 
came in. He had money and displayed it, 
I do not know just how it came about, but 
we got to matching dollars. I was a little 
the winner, but not much, when Ed Bauer, 
a bartend’r in the Benate saloon, came in. 
I knew Bauer and we let him in, 

“Yes, I know it. Was pretty easy to ‘skin’ 
aA man on the matching game when three 
are playing and the odd man is stuck.

Last night David Gallagher, a brother of 
Felix J. Gallagher, whose name has been 
connected with the case, attacked Harry 38.

The attack 
was the result of a derogatory remark 
made by Cornish in connection with Felix, 
and in the fight that followed Cornish was 
severely beaten in presence of the members 
of the Knickerbocker Club. 

Coroner Hart is busy with the prelim- 
inaries for the inquest. He had a long con- 
sultation with District Attorney Gardiner 
to-day and left with him a b’g bunch of 
subpena blanks to be filled out. Any one 
having the_ gelightest possible connection 
with the Adams-Barnet murders—for they 
are classed together now—will probably be 
summoned to appear at the inquest, The 
Coroner's office has been deluged with re- 
quests from persons anxious to sit on the 
jury.

CALLED ON THE PRESIDENT 


St. Louis World’s Fair Committee Pro- 
cured Encouragement From Their 
Visit to the White House. 


A telegram from Washington to the Post- 
Dispatch Friday afternoon says that a 
committee of prominent citizens of Sst. 
Louis called at the White House to-day, 
and, in an interview with the President, 


explained what had been done thus far in 
the interest of an exposition at St. Louis 
in 190% in ctlebration of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase. 

The President expressed his warm ap- 
proval of the project and said he would 
be willing to assist the gentlemen having 
it in charge in any proper way. 

The committee stated that they expected 
to secure from private’ subscriptions at 
least $5,000,000, an appropriatioh of as much 
more by the city of St. ul* and at 
least $5,000,000 as a Joan or otherwise from 
the National Congress, making an absolute 
guarantee of $15,000,000 in all; otherwise 
they would give up the enterprise. They 
had no doubt, however, that this amount 
would be forthcoming. 

The committee consisted of D. B, Robin- 
son, ex-Gov. D. R. Francis, Breckenridge 
Jones, Charles W. Knapp and Richard C., 
Kerens. 

From the White House the 
visited the Capitol and held a lon 
ence with Senators Cockrell and Vest and 
the Missouri members of the House.

Twenty Under the Snow. 


TRAIN BURIED IN A GORGE. 


MANY OF THOSE RECOVERED ARE 
SERIOUSLY INJURED. 


Two Men Killed ana Five Others Miss- 
ing in the Snows and Slides 
-in Other Portions of 
Colorado. 


eae 


DENVER, Colo., Feb. 3.—Five bodies 
have been recovered, five herders are miss- 
ing and twenty others are known to be 
under an avalanche as the result of the 
recent heavy snows in Colorado. The most 
frightful accident reported is the snow- 
slide which occurred yesterday in the 
canyon of the Grand River, sweeping down 
33 laborers and all but destroying a work- 
train. Thirteen of. these men have been 
dug from the snow and five were either 
dead at the time of removal or have since 
died. The other 20 men are still under the 
slide, including the entire crew of the work- 
train.

Over 100 stalwart men, urged 
o-the highest exercise of strength, are 
1 using every possible attempt to rescue 
heir fellow-beings imprisoned in the snow. 

Moans and apptals for aid can be heard 
‘through the mass which came down from 
the steep mountain side. 

The slide was about 300 feet in width, 


but thousands of tons of ice and snow 
blocked the railway, and made it impossible 
for tiains to pass until a road could be 
shoveled through the obstruction. 

The engine, caboose and flanger were car- 
jred down before the slice, and all the 
shovelers, who were scattered along the 
track at work, were swept before the 
mighty weight. Trees, rocks and large 
blocks of ice, which had been formed on 
the side of the mountain during the winter, 
added to the weight of the avalanche. The 
men were mostly railroad laborers who had 
been assembled from different divisions of 
the Denver & Rio Grande to cope with the 
obstruction in the canyon. Cliffs rise at the 
side of the railway track 10 or 20 feet, 
while the side of the mountain at the point 
where the accident occurred rises 2000 feet, 
almost perpendicularly. It has long been 
considered the most dangerous point along 
the railway. 

The usual season for snow slides in Colo- 
rado is in April or May, when the snow ie 
melting, but the unprecedented amount of 
snow which has fallen this winter caused 
the movement to begin two months earlier 

“than under ordinary circumstances. 
* George Ross of Aspen, proprietor of nu- 
merous srotenting teams, Wednesday 
Started a train of sixteen horses loaded 
;with food for the relef of the suffering 
inhabitants ef Independence, a smal! moun- 
tain village which has been cut off from 
copimunication with the world for several! 
days. Nine miles out the train camped 
for the right. About midnight an ava- 
lanche descended the mountain, but split 
upon the huge bowlder behind which tney 
found shelter. Thousands of tons of snow, 
ice, bowlders and debris plunged past them 
into the gorge below. Trail and camp site 
were buried several feet deep. No trace of 
the train could be seen. 

Mr. Rhoda of the Colorado Telephone Com- 
pany, who followed. with another expedi- 
tion, telephoned to Aspen for help. Scores 
of shovelers are cutting a passage from 
Colorado Sprisgs along the traii, while 
others are out digging in search of the 
relief train of supplies, which seems to 
have been swept down tie gorge. The pop- 
ulation of Independence has been ordered 
to Aspen, that women and children may 
sustain iife %m the supplies there untii 
the deep snow disappears. The snow ‘is 
6till falling and high winds prevail. 

William Manning's cabin, near the foot 
of Mount Elbert, a few miles from Lead- 
ville, was yesterday swept away by a 
snowslide and Manning kilied. The village 
of Twin Lakes had a nurrow escape. Jonn 
Enrickson of Leadville went out ‘unting 
Wednesday and per.shed in the snow. 

In Eastern Colorado and Wyoming the 
wind is sweeping over the plains with rer- 
rific force, and catile and sheep are piling 
up in the drifts. Cattlemen are in desparr, 

Five men, sent out from Aspen, ure miss- 
ing, and are believed to have ,erished. 

Many mounta.n towns are cut off from 
the world, the only means of communica- 
tion being men on snowshoes. Food and 
fuel supplies are becoming alarmingly 
short. 

Colorado railways are losing $25,000 a day. 
Not jess than 1000 men have been shoveling 
snow for several days. Over 500 miles of 
road in the mountains have been at times 
shut off from communication with the main 
lines. Stormbound passengers are fed and 
cared for by the railway companies. 

On the mountains thousands of cattle 
are freezing and starving to death and 
nothing can be done to save them. In 
Eastern Colorado hay is being hauled long 
distances over the prairies to feed cattle 
and it ts mes to avoid heavy losses of 
live stock if the storm and cold abate 
within a day or two. However, there will 
be some losses of stock that it not closely 
herded. 

The weather bureau predicts continued 
coil weather and another snowfall to-night. 
The minimum temperature at Denver dur- 
ing the past 24 hours was 12 degrees below

The visitors were insistent and in their 
indignation that the Mayor should strive 
for another delay, directly charged that 
undue influences were at work. Mr. Zie- 
genhein did not see fit to answer. 


The property-owners in the committee 
were J. H. Daues, President of the Associa- 
tion; Alfred H. Jones, Secretary; O. L. E. 
Peterson, Treasurer; George Pironi, Pat- 
rick Walsh, A. Wachman, F’. W. Reinhard, 
Jacob Link, Henry Fuller, A. L. Lange, 
George Heffner, John A, Sloan, A. 8. Camp- 
bell, Charles Boudinet, M. Muckly, J. H. 
Thornton, Don Reavis, Henry Grone. 

They were armed with resolutions, adopt- 
ed by the association, calling upon the 
Mayor to declare himself and cause to be 
enforced an ordinance that provides for 
the building of the bridge. : 

The Mayor was leaving the City Hall 
when the delegation arrived. He did not 
seem pleased to see the gentlemen and 
rather ungraciously led the way to his of- 
fice. 
President Daues read the petition and 
asked the Mayor’s answer,

St. Louis has the finest City 
Hall and will have great streets.” 

“The bridge, the bridge over Clark ave- 
nue,’’ again put in Daues. “Talk to us 
about that. You know what we wani and 
you can’t jolly us.’”’ 

“Gentlemen, we must have money for 
these grand improvements.”’ * Honor 
had taken a fresh start and his tone was 
that of the political speaker, ‘‘and un- 
less we can raise $300,000—it will cost all 
of that—the two plans we have are not 
feasible. It is true the Terminal Railroad 
Association stands bonded to pay $160,000 
but we have not the other money to de- 
vote to a bridge.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—The fact that pub- 
lic opinion does not prevent the production 
of improper plays in New York has im- 
pelled Senator Grady to prepare for presen- 
tation to the Legislature a bill creating 
the office of censor of public amusements. 
| This official, it is Intended, shall examine 

every play to be produced, every song to 
‘be sung, and every dance to be danced, 
eight days before the same is done in pub- 


. 

If the performance does not offend pub- 
lic decency, the censor imust, within three 
days after the application is fied, issue 
a permit for its production. If the act 
offends public decency the permit is re- 
fused. If the theatrical manager thinks 
that the censor does not know his business 
he may appeal from his decision to the 
art commission. Any manager who pro- 
duces a play, an act, a song, or a dance 
of which the censor has not approved, will 
'be liable to punishment for a misdemeanor. 
That means that he may be required to 
live on Blackweli’s Island for a year and 
pay a fine of $500.

LOSS OF THE GLENAVON. 


Details of the Wreck of the British 
Steame: Off Hone Kong 
Dec. 29. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—Details of the 
loss of the British steamer Glenavon re- 
ceived here state she ran ona rock about 
20 or 30 miles from Hong Kong on Dec. 23, 
and sank shortly after. Chief Officer Dixon,. 
Quartermaster Smith; Second Steward F. 
Wilson and two Chinese firemen perished. 

Capt. Pithe was on the bridge when the 
ship struck, and finding that she was rap- 
idly filling, turned toward the land with 
the ob;ect of beacning her, but he was pre- 
vented from doing this by the vessel going 
down head first about an hour afier she 


had etruck. In the meantime boats had 
been lowered and filled until only there re- 
mained on the vessel Capt. Pithe, Chief 
Officer Dixon, Quartermaster Smith, Sec- 
ond Engineer Boyd and Second Steward 
Wilson. When they saw that the vessel was 
doomed they jumped overboard. Second 
Steward Wiison and Chief Off:cer Dixon 
swam for the bvats. but the others made 
Straight for the land, which was about a 
mile and a half away, and after a terrible 
struggle thev succeeded in reaching it. 
(luartermaster Smith was, however, so ex- 
hausted that he died. 

All the boats were picked up and the pas- 
sengers and crew cared for. The body of 
Chief Officer Dixon, who jumped overboard 
as.the steamer sank wae p.cked up two 
days later on Lin Ting Island, it having 
been washed ashore. What became of Stew- 
ard Wilson and the Chinese it not known, 
but they are believed to be lost. The Glen- 
uvon was owned by MacGregor, Gow & Cu. 
of London. 


INDIANS ON THE WARPATH. 


Four Killed and Several Wounded ina 
Fight in Alaska. 

VANCOUVER, B. C., Feb. 3.—Reports 

here are that Indians are on the warpath 


in Alaska and that four Indians were killed 
and one wounded in a fight which has al- 
ready taken place, and four American 
deputy marshals were wounded. 

An Indian was killed by United States 
Marshal McGuire in self-defense. Fearing 
the dead man’s death would be avenged by 
his friends, a vigilance committee was 
formed, who acted promptly, captured the 
malcontents and took them to prison.

GEN. GREENE SAYS FILIPINOS 
CANNOT GOVERN THEMSELVES. 


OUR RULE THEIR ONLY HOPE, 


Aguinaldo, He Declares, Is Distrusted 
in His Own Country.and Is Not 
Fit for President. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The conclusion 
of Maj.-Gen. F. Y. Greene, author and sol- 
dier, appointed for the purpose of investi- 
gating. conditions in» the Philippines and 
just made public, is this: 

“Upon one point all inhabitants of the 
islands are agreed, “except possibly 
Aguinaldo and his immediate adherents, and 
that is no native government can main- 
tain itself without the active support and 
protection of a strong foreign government. 
This being admitted, it Is difficult to see 
how any foreign government can give this 
protection without taking such an active 
part in the management of affairs as is 
practically equivalent to governing in its 
own name and for its own account.”’ 

The report was made to Maj.-Gen,. Wes- 
ley Merritt and by him referred, with in- 
dorsement, to the American Peace Commis- 
sioners during treaty negotiations in Paris. 
It is a part of the correspondence and of- 
ficial reports submitted to the Senate by 
the President in connection with the treaty. 

Continuing, Maj.-Gen. Greene says: 

“If the United States evacuate these isl- 
ands, anarchy and civil war will immedi- 
ately ensue and lead to fore'gn intervention. 
The insurgents were furnished arms and 
the moral support of the navy prior to our 
arrival, and we cannot ignore obligations, 
either to the Insurgents or to foreign na- 
tions which our own acts have imposed on 
us. Spanish power is dead beyond poss-bili- 
tv of resurrection. Spain would be unable 
2 govern these islands if we surrendered 
them. 

The natives are all Roman Catholice and 


devoted to the church, but have bitter hat- | 


red for monastic orders, Dominican, Fran- 
ciscan and others. They insist that these be 
sent out of the country or they will murder 
them. These friars own the greater part of 
the land and have grown rich by oppres- 
sing the native husbandmaen. 

“There are in Manila itself nearly 200,000 
native Filipinos, among whom are large 
numbers with more or less Spanish and 
Chinese blood, who are men of character, 
education, ability and wealta. They hate 
the Spanish, are unfriendly toward other 
nations, and look only to America for as- 
sistance. They are not altogether in sym- 
pathy with Aguinaldo, fearing the entry of 

is army into Manila almost as much as 
the Spaniards fear it. They say Aguinaldo 
is not fitted elther by ability or experience 
to be the head of a native government, and 
doubt if he would be elected President in 
an honest election. 

“It is very difficult to give exact figures 
for the numbers of insurgent troops. In 
his message to foreign governments of Aug. 
6, asking for recognition of belligerency 
and independence, Aguinaldo claims to 
have a force of 30,000 men organized into a 
regular army This includ the force in 
the Provinces of Luzon, outside of Ma- 
nila. What was in evidence around Manila 
varied from 10,000 to 15,000. They were com- 
posed of yong men and boys, some as 
young as 15 years of age, recruited in the 
rural districts, er no property and 
nothing to love tn a civ!) war. They have 
received no pay, and although Aguinaldo 
speaks in his proclamation of his intention 
and ability to maintain order wherever his 
forces penetrate, yet the feeling is prac- 
tically universal among the rank a file 
that they are to compensated for their 
time, services and hardships by looting 


Manila. 

From August, 1896, to April, 1897, they 
fought 25,00 of the best regular troops 
gent out from Spain, inflicting on them «a 
loss of over 180 officers and men killed 
and wounded. Nevertheless, from daily con- 
tact with them for six weeks I am very 
confident that no such results could have 
been obtained against an American army, 
which would have driven them back to the 
hille and reduced them to a petty guerriita 
warfare. If they attack the American 
army this will certainly be the result.

At Last Mr. Aydelott Has Accom- 
plished His Ambition.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 3.—Repre- 
sentative Aydelott (Rep.) of Warren County 
by a clever bit of strategy yesterday after-’ 
noon accomplished the chief purpose for 
Which he has been coming to the Legisla- 
fure so many years. His hobby has been 
opposition to State Normal Schools and he 
has tried in every way to injure or abolish 
them. He introduced bill after ‘bill to this 
end in previous sessions, but without suc- 
cess. He almost shed tears whenever a 
bill appropriating money for. a normal 
school passed the House. 
he chance of his life came yesterday and 
he seized it. The bill to give the Superinten- 


$2000 a year was up for engrossment. 
House wrangled over it all afternoon, and 
a dozen amendments were offered and de- 
feated. Finally when the House was ther- 
oughly weary and ready to do anything to 
get done with the matter, Avdelott offered 
an amendment the effect of which is to 
take.away from the State Normal Schools 
the right to grant State certificates to 
teachers, and to give that exclusive right 
to the State Superintendent. 

Not more than one-third of the members 
understood it, but they voted for it with a 
whoop and the bill went to ingrossment so 
amended The only way the amendment 
can be defeated now is by the defeat of the 
entire bill. : 

Aydelott is a school teacher and for some 
reason he has always had a grudge against 
State normal schools. In this respect he 
is not alone. but it is doubtful whether a 
majority of the members are willing to go 
with him to the extreme of abolishing 
them. 

Avydelott's amendment would injure State 
normal schools if the bill were enacted in 
lis present shape because most of the 
students who attend them do so solely to 
get State certificates. 


ONE DAY FOR PRIMARIES. 


Bill Providing That Both Parties Vote 


at the Same Time.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 3.—Senator 
Drabelle of St. Louis introduced his pri- 
mary election bill this morning. It pro- 
vides for the holding of primary elections 
of both parties on the same day, and re- 
quires all persons who intend to vote at 
a primary to enroll themselves as being 
affiliated with one or the other party be- 
fore the primary. It also places all pri- 
mary elections under the control of the 
Election Board. 
Senator Wilson’s joint and concurrent 
resolutions providing for a constitutional 
amendment making it optional with the 
judge to call a grand jury and providing 
that in felony cases prosecut:ons may be 
instituted on information and without in- 
dictments, came up for passage this morn- 
ing.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo:, Feb. 3:—The 
‘true story of the Filipino movement in the 
House, .as printed in the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday, found sudden confirmation last 
night in the meeting ‘of anti-administration 
politicians in Jeffersén City. 

The latest development is the conference 
of the Filipino leaders to be held to-nigat. 
David Ball of Pike County, candidate for 
Governor, will attend that conference. 
Iex-Governor Stone, if he does not actually 
attend, will be near. 

In this conference and’the one last night 
lies the confirmation of the Post-Dispatch’s 
Story of yesterday. 

Stone arrived yesterday afternoon and is 
here to-day. Since he came he has been in 
almost constant conference with the Fili- 
pinos. Developments have come rapidly. 
“he Filipinos allowed it to become known 
that they would vote for the Tubbs bill re- 
ducing the income of the Excise 
Commissioner of St. Louis from $26,000 to 
a fixed salary of $3,500, This was a clever 
ruse to force State Auditor James M. Sei- 
bert to show his hand. Seibert announcéd 
long ago that he was not a candidate for 
election to any office, but it has been gen- 
erally understood that if A. M. Dockery is 
elected Governor, Seibert will be the Excise 
Commissioner, Seibert wants this appoint- 
ty nt only if the income is not reduced. 
for purposes of his own, Seibert went into 
a combination with the Governor to or- 
ganize the House, This combination de- 
feated the Filipinos. The Filipinos knew 
that by combining with the Republicans 
they could pass the Tubbs bill, and it is 
not likely that Stephens would veto it, in 
view of the revelation concerning the office 
brought out by the Lexow Committee. 

As was anticipated by the Filipinos, Mr. 
Seibert began to see some good in the in- 
surgents. 

gall of Pike got wind of what was going 
on. When Ball was defeated in 18% Champ 
Clark made a speech against the rotation- 
in-State-offices scheme, which furnished a 
keynote to the Filipinos. Champ. is with 
Stone and Cook and Conkling in this Fili- 
pino Movement. Under these circumstances 
Ball would be the natural Filipino candidate 
for Governor, but there are many of them 
in the House, and many of ther allies in 
the Senate who want, Dockery.

’ Whether the conference to-night results 
in any agreement upon a plan or not, the 
developments of the past 24 hours have in- 
formed the Filipinos just where Mr. Seibert 
stands and what they. will have: to, do to 
deal with him. They have also increased 
Mr. Seivert’s respeet sfor the Filipinos. 

, Whatever is the result of this cofference 
and succeeding ones the ultimate object of 
the factions that are represented is to de- 
feat the plan of the Governor: which is said 
to be to push Crow for Governor until he 
nominates him or sees that he cannot be 
nominated, and then to ewitch him to the 
eandidacy for Attorney General and to 
throw his strength ta Dockery, so that aft- 
erward he may lay claim that he nominated 
Dockery. . ’ 
There will be no fital agreement’ upon a 
aandidate at this time. Stone will prevent 
that. It is too early to make inviolable 
deals. But when the candidate is selected 
he will have the support of all the anti- 
Stephens force.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The change in 
the head of the Interior Department is ex- 
pected to occur the middle of this month, 
though no definite word has been received 
from Ambaesador Hitchcock of St. Louis, 
the newly appointed secretary. The latter 
was expected to sail from St. Petersburg 
about New Year’s day, but was unable to 
arrange his affairs there by that time and 
then planned to make his departure on 
Jan. 28. If he got away at that time he 
will reach here in season to relieve Secre- 
tary Bliss by the 15th or earlier. Secretary 
Bliss is spending this week in New York 
and for some weeks has consistently avoid- 
ed taking up any new questions of policy 
pending his suceessor’s arrival.

POLICE LEGISLATION. 


What the State Legisature Can and 
Ought to Do for St. Louis. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The fact that the State Administration ai 
Jefferson City is controlléd by one political 
organization and our city administration 
in St. Louis by another should not, through 
the antagonisms provoked by efforts. to ob- 
tain partisan advantage, divert public at- 
tention from the essential principles in- 
volved in the pending legislation or in the 
pending investigations. 


While party organization is a means and 
not an end, the investigation and exposure 
by one party of the m.sgovernment of the 
other is the recognized, and, as experience 
has shown, the best practical means under 
popular government of correcting public 
abuses. ‘the original Lexow Committee in 
New York was a partisan committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose of making party 
Capital out of-the Parkhurst exposure of 
Tammany corruptions, and it did this very 
effectively. Whether or not the patronage 
of the Senate committee was divided fairiy 
is a small matter compared with the ulti- 
mate question whether or not misgovern- 
ment and corruption in the city adminis- 
tration may be proved to exist, 

So as to ‘home rule,’ and the protest 
now heard against legislative interference 
With local attairs, which is now urged 
against the pending police bill at Jefferson 
City, “home rule” is rightfully cherished. 
but it is subject to the limitation that the 
preservation of the public peace by the pro- 
tection of life and property in every part 
of the State is not a local or municipal 
matter, but a supreme prerogative of the 
State. It is universally conceded, there- 
fore, in American jurisprudence, that the 
exercise of this power by the State in the 
establishment of a metropolitan police 
force in cities, the support of which is 
made mandatory upon the cities, in no wise 
impairs the rights of local self-government. 
Under this principle our local police has 
since 1861, been controlled by a Metropolitan 
Police Board, consisting of four members 
appointed by the Governor, who act with 
the Mayor as ex-officio member. 

But it is now clearly established that 
the growth of the city and its tremendous 
area of some 60 square miles has made the 
present police force utterly inadequate. in 
great measure, iffe and property are now 
protected, both :n our business and resi. 
dence districts, by private watchmen, paid 
for by voluntary contributions of citiz. ns 
ven with this voluntary assumption by 
the citizens of the State’s prerogative. lite 
a , 
and property are now very inadequately 
protected in St. Louis, 

Under these circumstances, it necessarily 
follows that it-is the duty of the State 
to insure the preservation of the public 
peace by requiring the employment in Bt. 
Louis of an adequate police force adapted 
to these changed conditions. There js {n 
this no violation of any rightful principle 
of home rule. It is true that our munied- 
pal revenue is inadequate to public wants 
and that an increase of expenditure for 
police protection wiil, in so far, require re- 
trenchment in other d-recttons, unless city 
revenues are increascd. But the protection 
of life and property is the primary function 
of every civilized society, and is there- 
fore: a primary charge upon public rev- 
nues.

“If local authorities were allowed -tn- 
limited discretion ‘to levy or refuse {0 
levy taxes forthe: support of the ‘local 
police force, it. would probably happen that 
from neglect or refusal to do so, one part 
of the State mighf be left to the prey of 
disorder and violence, to the detriment of 
the State at large. ;: Of course, no State 
could for a moment tolerate such a condl- 
tion of affairs.”’ 

But conceding. that the constitutional 
right of the State to secure the mainte- 
nance of an adequate police force in the 
city, it is said that it is not right that 
guch a force should be exclusively parti- 
san. This is undoubtedly true. . That the 
whole system of partisan control of mu- 
nicipal and business offices is vicious, Is 
clearly shown in the developments of the 
pending investigation. It would, of course, 
be better that appointments to the Police 
Board should be made on a non-partisan 
basis, and the protection of Hfe and pro- 
perty completely divorced from politics, but 
we cannot expect this to be done as long 
as our city administration is conducted in 
the interests of one party organization. An 
effort was made last year to introduce tne 
merit system into our city administration 
and our city servants refused to give the 
people an opportunity even to vote upon it. 


Bi-partisanship, though better than ex- 
clusive partisan control, is not necessarily 
non-pariisanship. This is well illustrated in 
our present Board of Education. It is true 
that the minority party in the city has ua 
representative in the board. But it is the 
character of the members constituting the 
board, President Kliot and the men of 
both parties who are associated with him, 
sustained as they are by the supporting 
opinion, which makes the board a thor- 
oughly non-partisan body, When such men 
compose il, it is wholly immaterial whether 
they belong to the one party or to the 
other. 

Until our public opinion is strong enough 
to put the local city administration on a 
non-partisan or business basis, it is idle 
to expect that the Police Board will be ap- 
pointed on any other. Would anything Oe 
gained for the cause of good government 
by having the Police Board controlled by 
the same political machine which now _con- 
trols the Boiler Inspector’s office and the 
other city departments? We may hope and 
believe that the time will come when the 
spoils system or patronage will be elimi- 
nated from the pada dapagee of life and prop- 
erty and the cleaning of our streets, as 
weil as from the education of our children. 
But because public opinion does not now 
require this, is no reason why our lives and 
property shall not now_be protected by an 
adequate police force. We cannot afford to 
be robbed and maercere’ while the pro-

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THE SENATE’S FLUNDER. 


Wednesday the Post-Dispatch showed by comparative figures 
that the clerical force of the State House of Representatives is 
nearly twice as large as that of the House in the last revis- 
ing session and is nearly six times as large as the House force 
in the session of 1879.

Massachusetts courts seem to have gone into journaligm. 
The judges have asaumed the duties of press censors. 

Not long ago « Boston editor was sent to jail for Making com- 
ments on a case in progress of trial, in which a locomotive 
engineer was charged with criminal negligence. More recent- 
ly the ed@itor.of the Boston Herald was fined heavily for print- 
ing the head, “Guilt Is Evident,” over the account of a case

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ordered, the judge holding that the jury might have been 
influenced by this assumption of guilt. | 

, publication was clearly wrong. Its possible influence 
upon the jury cannot be ignored. But are contempt proceed- 
ings the best method of reaching such offences? Newspapers 
have the unquestioned right to publish facts of public in- 
terest. But these facts may be presented in such wise as to 
produce an effect not sanctioned by the law. Have the courts 
unlimited power of censorship over the style of publication. 
If so, it will be hard to draw the line. Once entered upon such

is the use of criminal law if every judge can, by contempt pro- 
ceedings, act as accuser, witness and executioner?

Terrible Aceident toa Belle- 
ville Miner. 


ALONE WHEN IT OCCURRED. 


HE RECEIVED 
BLAST FULL IN THE FACE. 


Francis Wuest Groped His 
Out of the Mineroom Into 
Still Greater Danger. 


Francis Wuest, a Belleville coal miner, 
met with a terrible accient Thursday after- 
noon at the Hippert mine, on the outskirts 
of the town. 

He was engaged in placing a charge and 
had almost finished filling the drilled hote 
with powder. In a manner which cannot 
be explained the powder ignited and the 
charge exploded prematurely. 

He received its full force in his face and 
egainst the upper part of his body. 

He was completely blinded. All the hair 


was burned from his head. When he par- 
tially recovered from the shock he was 
lying on the floor of the room. He could 
see nothing, but he felt that his clothes 
were on fire. He tore off the burning frag- 
mente and saved himself from complete 
cremation. 

He was alone in the room. He cried as 
loud as he could for help. The echo of his 
own agonized cries was the only answering 
sound which came back to him out of the 
subterranean darkness. 

He thought if he should remain there he 
would perish before help came, and with 
the fortitude of desperation he arose and 
began oping his way in the direction in 
which he supposed other miners were at 


work. 

Picking his way painfully and cautiously 
down the entry his lively appreciation of 
other dangers caused him to cease crying 
aloud for help, but at every step a groan 
was wrung from his charred lips. 

His gréaning saved him from another 
and more terrible accident. In another 
room into which he _ staggered blindly 
Henry Barmhardt and Conrad Lauf were 
preparing to fire a charge. They had bored 
a hole with an electic drill and filled it 
with an unusually large charge of powder. 
The fuse had been laid and they were on 
the point of lighting it and running to 
places of safety, when they heard a groan. 

They had heard the explosion in Wuest’s 
room, but did not know it had been pre- 
mature. Their thought was that somebody 
had been caught by falling coal. 

Leaving the fuse they ran in the direction 
from which the sound came. 

Wuest heard them coming, and the de- 
Bpairing strength which had kept him up 
Save way and he sank to the floor of tihe 
room. 

Barmhardt and Lauf found him there and 
carried him to the foot of the shaft. A 
sharp tug at the signal rope brought the 
cage down. He was placed on it and was 
soon at the surface. His sufferings when 
the frigid air struck him were intense. 

He wes hurried to his home, 715 South 
Charles street, in a vehicle and Drs. 
Washington West, Sr. and Jr., were sum- 
moned. 

His recovery is doubtful. It is hardly 
possible that he will ever be able to see 
rey Besides being burned his eyes are 
fi led with fine particles of coal and slate. 
The upper part of the body is a mass of 
burns. 

Wuest is 3 years old. He has a wife 
and one child. He has been a coal miner 
20 years and has never had a serious ac- 
cident before. .

The decision in the case of Father Tuohy, 
late pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, has 
been forwarded to Archbishop Kain. It 
was formulated by the apostolic delegation 
at Washington, sitting as a court of lust 
fesort, and there is no appeal from it. 
The case passed through the ecclesiastical 


courts in St. Louis and Chicago and was 
referred to the propagenda in Rome. There 

was decided that the proper tribuna] to 
handle it was the- papal delegation at 
Washington. 

The fight between Archbishop Kain and 
FPather Tuohy has been a Jong and hotly 
contested one. It started two years ago, 
when the Archbishop objected to a Protes- 
tant organist going inside the altar railing 
of St. Patrick’s Church with the surpliced 
choir boys. 

- Father Tuohy replied that he was run- 
ming the church. The Archbishop ordered 
him to vacate the parochial residence. He 
refused to comply and held on until Arch- 
bishop Kain suspended him and removed 
him from the pastorate of St. Patrick’s. 

The controversy which followed the af- 
fairs of the parish were discussed at great 
length and much factional feeling resulted. 

Father Tuohy’s mother and sister are 
etill occupying the St. Patrick’s parochial 
residence. He is in New York. 

Hiram J. Grover’of the firm of Grover & 
McClelland, Father Tuohy’s attorneys, said 
Friday: 

‘Assuming that the decision is as stated, 
I should say it is in the nature of a vic- 
tory for Father Tuohy. It will be remer- 
bered that the order from which Father 
Tuohy appealed, directed him to go to 
Edina, Mo., as an assistant priest. Father 

g Tuohy declined to obey, claiming that he 
could not be degraded from the position 
of pastor to that of assistant. It will also 
be seen that the decision says nothing 
about Father Tuohy’s obeying the order to 
go to Eina or becoming an assistant priest. 

“This was the main point in the case, 
and the question of possession of St. Pat- 
rick’s was secondary to it. Hence Father 
meh wins his main point, although he 

. to give up the St. Patrick’s residence, 
if he chooses to obey and does not further 
appeal. 

“The civil cases will be properly taken 
eare of. The appeal will be fully prepared 
and the brief filed before the March term 
of the Court of Appeals. It might be sug- 
gested that there are more parties to those 
cases than Father Tuohy, and the ecclesi- 
astical decision cannot affect them.”
